IJo 
fire control equipment was observed. Six trucks wore parked in a patch of woods 
400 meters east of tlio emplacement** 


U. Observations on 5 and 6 December disclosed no antiaircraft g-un emplacements within 
the area, up to two or two and onc-half kilometers from the Elbe arid Hul de 
river bridges at Dcssau-Rosclau or at the road and railroad bridges at Torgau. 

Tliece bridges were all guarded by members of the VoUapoHsei armed with carbines .**- 


5« Ho antiaircraft guns were observed up to two and one-half kilome ters from tlio 
Elbe bridge at Darby on 5 December. An engineer unit was quartered in the manor 
house on Klara Betkinstraosc . Five pontoons wore observed lying on the Elbe 
bank and five others berthed in the water. About 20 strutted steel structures, 
three met ers long by one meter high, were observed lying near tlie pontoons. 
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6. No antiaircraft guns were observed at ary of the Elbe bridges at Magdeburg on 
6 December.*** 

7. Observations between 5 and 9 December disclosed that no antiaircraft guns pro- 
tected the bridges over the Oder at Kuestrin, or those over the Ifeisse at Guben 
and Forst, and that no guns were emplaced on -toe German side of the Oder at 
Frankfurt.
